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Mayor, board soften position, 
to help seniors incorporate

In an apparent change of heart 
by Mayor Taso Maravelas, Antioch 
seniors will be cut loose and vil- 
lage attorney Bob Long will help 
residents belonging to the senior 
center incorporate into an entity 
separate from the Village of 
Antioch. 

Long said, "I don't want to 
negotiate something that seniors 
don't want." 

When asked .if the seniors 

would have to break ties from the 

village, Maravelas said no. "It's up, 

to -them and what they want to 

do," he said. 

Over the past couple of 
months Maravelas's position has 
softened. He and a couple board 



members Bob Cautfield and Larry 
Hanson had expressed concern 
over plans to expand the current 
senior center, and caused the 
senior council to ask for a resolu- 
tion asking that they not be driven 
from the current building. 

Hanson argued that Dolly 
Spiering left the money not just to 
the current members of the senior 
center, but to all seniors in the 
future. Caulfield said he wanted to 
ensure the seniors got "all the 
bang for their buck." 

Trustee Scott Pierce drew up a 
resolution stating that the current 
board would not try to move the 
Antioch Senior Center., that was 
approved unanimously. 

Resident Forrest -Stahmer 
asked whether the seniors could 
be overridden. 



Pierce said, "Any resolution, 
any action can be overridden, but 
I think we're trying to demonstrate 
that we won't." 

Village attorney Bob Long said 
that the village board, as trustees 
of the fund, have to make the final 
decision on what is done with the 
Spiering money. "Like it or not, 
this is the way it is," said Long. 
"Particularly when the beneficiary 
is not an incorporated, recognized 
body, it's the' responsibility of the 
board." 

Pierce said the senior council 
had been encouraged to investi- 
gate- the possibility of incorporat- 
ing to relieve the boards of the 
responsibility of overseeing the 
account. 

Maravelas's decision came 
after these discussions. 



First steps taken in preparation 
for landfill's eventual use

First steps have been taken to 
prepare the portion of the HOD 
Landfill owned by the Village of 
Antioch for its eventual use as the 
zoning was changed from a combi- 
nation of industrial and multiple 
family residential (M-2, R-4 and R-5) 
to open space (OS). 

Last year, the EPA Region 5 com- 
pleted the clean-up construction 
work at the HOD Landfill Superfund 
site in Antioch. The site now enters a 
planned 30-year period of operation 
and maintenance activities. 

The zoning change will not pre- 
clude any of these activities. 

Bob SUhan, director of planning, 
zoning and building for the Village of 
Antioch, said the land was not suit- 
able for the zoning it had previously 
had. 

"The village created the open 
space district," he said. "The village, 
is taking the lead on the property^ 
owns," • 

He ; said the measure would 
cleanup the zoning map and call the 
property what it Is.

According to the EPA, the 
HOD Landfill site is one of 1,300 
sites on the National Priority List 
(NPL) that are among the worst of 
those on- the Superfund list. 
Previously, Ron Murawski of the 
EPA said, "Ultimately, the site will 
be de-listed. It won'ttake the full 
30 years before we begin looking 
at v redevelopment." 

The village owns the easterly 44 
acres. 

The clean-up project has 
involved excavation and on-site 
consolidation of about 25,000 
cubic yards of contaminated soil 
from an area immediately north- 
west of the site. Additionally, signif- 
icant upgrades have been made to 
the existing leachate collection and 
landfill gas extraction systems as 
well as improvements to the exist- 
ing landfill waste-cap cover for the 
site. 

Last year, a team assembled by 
the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) made a presentation 
to the Antioch Township board of 
directors, the board of directors of 
the Village of Antioch and to the 
board of education of Antioch 



Community High School District 
117, showing what the HOD Landfill 
site combined with a 121 -acre tract • 
could become. 

"There are so many ripe parts of 
Antioch that be connected through 
the landfill," said Julie Bargmann, a 
landfill reuse designer from DIRT 
(Dump It Right There) Studio. 
"Think of this as an evolution from a 
landfill into a community park. The 
bad news is you have a landfill. The 
good news is that it's the largest 
tract of land near a downtown and 
could become the largest park in the 
county." 

In other action related to the 
HOD Landfill, the board of directors 
of the.Village of Antioch approved a 
resolution to execute a contract with 
Waste Management to. accept and 
treat leachate as part of the resolu- 
tion of the 1992 legal action between 
the two entities. 

Trustee Dorothy Larson clarified 
that the leachate is not being taken 
now, but will at such time that it is 
deemed "safe." 

Village engineer Jim Keim said, 
"We'll only be taking 5,000 gallons of 
leachate. It's a very small amount,"

Hockney said the contract 
extension takes Ahlers to retire- 
ment, and that it is not uncommon 
to boost salary in the last two years.

Actually, that allows for 20 
percent (increases) in figuring 
retirement" 

The provisions are allowed for 
under Illinois Statute and the Illinois 
Administrative Code that governs 
the TRS. 

Hockney said retirement figures 
are calculated by the TRS based on 
the average of the last four years of 
employment.

Sheriff urges safe Fourth 
of July celebration 




As the Fourth of July approaches, Lake 
County SheriffGary Del Re encourages a safe, 
festive holiday. 

He said there are countless fireworks and 
other explosive devices available. It is impor- 
tant to remember most of these are illegal, 
and all of them can be dangerous, he said. 
While the possession of illegal fireworks and 
explosives in Illinois is punishable by a fine, 
imprisonment or both, Del Re said the main 
emphasis on this holiday's enforcement of 
these laws pertains to safety. 

In a report filed by the Center for Disease 
Control (CDC), an estimated 11,000 people 
were treated in hospital emergency rooms 
across the country in 2000 for fireworks-relat- 
ed injuries. About 50 percent of those injured 



yearly from fireworks are children under the 
age of 14 years old, usually on or around holi- 
days, especially the Fourth of July and New 
Year's Eve, according to the report. 

All adults, especially parents, are being 
asked to refrain from the use of illegal fire- 
works to ensure the safety of their children or 
other bystanders. 

Common examples of illegal fireworks 
include firecrackers, roman candles, skyrock- 
ets and bottle rockets. 

Legal examples include sparklers, "smoke 
bombs," snakes, punks and party poppers. 

Additionally, Del Re encourages anyone 
aware of the illegal sale or use of fireworks to 
contact the Lake County Sheriffs Office at 
847-549-5200.

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. The hunger and excitement of winning a 
conference title has apparently stepped to the 
forefront once again. 

Three years ago, the Antioch Emmons 
Grade School eighth-grade boy's basketball 
team proudly hoisted the Lakes Athletic 
Conference championship trophy. 

Now, incoming sixth, seventh and eighth- 
grade boys are getting a jump on things in 
preparation for next season. 

And building that winning tradition is one 
of the goals for head'coach Dan Wiegei, who 
will be entering his third year as head of the 
seventh and eighth-grade boys teams. 

"Prior to this summer, there were pick-up 
games for the kids to play in. But now, we want 
to get them in here so they can learn and pol- 
ish some of the basic skills," said Wiegei on the 
two-week long camp. 

Wiegei, somewhat of a novice when it 
comes to hoops, has benefited from two good 
friends that have helped instruct the camp. 

"I learned from the former Emmons bas- 
ketball coach (Chris Floyd),"- said Wiegei, an 
Antioch High grad who played intramural 
hoops in college but was mostly involved with 
football. "I read a lot of books on basketball 
and. how to run a camp. Plus, my two assis- 
tants (Rheberg and Dembinski) knew a lot too 
about how to run a camp. Those two are my 
ears and eyes." 

Wiegei served as assistant coach before 
taking over the eighth and seventh-grade pro- 
grams at Emmons. 

Meanwhile, Rheberg teaches social stud- 
ies at Emmons while also coaching the sixth- 
grade boys' team. Dembinski works for the 
Special Education District of Lake County 
(SEDOL) and is a teacher's aid at Emmons. 



But the trio's focus the past two weeks has 
been simple: basketball. 

The camp stressed the fundamentals, 
from passing to shooting to basic ball-han- 
dling and simulated games. 

"We are trying to build from the bottom 
up, and the response has been tremendous," 
said Wiegei. "We had about 10-1 1 kids in each 
grade participate. Overall, it was about 75 per- 
cent of the regular basketball players.

They want to get better 
and that's exactly our goal— to help them. We 
try and practice a different skill every day." , 

According to the coach, if orie goofs off or 
messes up, all of the campers suffer the conse- 
quences. 

"They all run if there is a troublemaker in 
the group," the coach said. "It's been good for 
their conditioning, not to mention discipline. 
For the most part, it's been a great group to 
work with." 

Antioch High School freshman-to-be 
Meryl Weber, who played hoops for three 
years at Emmons and now competes for the 
high school summer league at ACHS, was on 
hand to help out with some of the basic fun- 
damentals. 

"I'm surprised but very happy for the pro- 

■ gram because so many kids came out," said 

Weber, who scored 86 total points for the 

eighth-grade girl's team that finished 9-6 last 

winter. 

"Helping them has also helped me work 
on my skills. I can correct myself as well as 
them. Continuity has been great, though. 
That's really important." 

Wiegei said one of the main things he 
stressed in , the camp was man-to-man 
defense. 

"We're kind of a small team, so playing 
man-to-man and utilizing our quickness will 
definitely help especially against the bigger

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Fifteen years ago, Bill Musak began cre- 
ating stained glass art as a hobby, but now, 
it's grown into his life's work. 

Musak and his wife, Linda, are using 
their stained glass talent to inspire other 
artists through teaching them, and selling 
their artistic talent to those who are not as 
artistically-inclined at their new shop, The 
Glass Palette. 

The business, located at 3850 North 
Highway 45 in Millburn, opened in Apiil, 
but the Musaks celebrated their new busi- 
ness with a grand opening that attracted 
more than 100 people last weekend. 

Linda said when Bill was laid off a year 
ago because his job was eliminated, they 
decided to turn their passion into a full-time 
job. When the Musaks found a location in 
Millburn for the shop, Linda said they decid- 
ed not to look back. 

"We thought this is a find, this is a gift, 
let's go," she said. 

Stained glass lamps and 3-D pieces are 
available for purchase at the shop. Items 
ranging from candlcholdcrs made of clear 
stained glass, and personalized windows 
engraved with baby or bridal party names to 
a 3-D replica of the Lake Villa train station 
are available for purchase at the shop. 

Bill said most of the art .sold at the shop 
was either created by himself or Linda. 

"We're trying to keep it pretty unique in 
that what goes in there is hopefully original 
art," he said. "{ took a class 15 years ago and 
it turned out to be more than a hobby." 

Bill said the items can get pricey because 
it takes awhile to complete the intricate pro- 
jects, but classes are available to teach those 
who might not otherwise be able to afford 
stained glass pieces how to make items, 

"The thing about stained glass is it's very 



labor-intensive, so it can get very pricey," he 
said. "(We) teach classes so (people) can get 
inspired to so something inexpensively. It 
makes sense to take a class if you're so 
inclined." 

The Glass Palette is not only a shop. The 
Musaks offer classes at a stained glass studio 
behind the shop from beginner levels to 
advanced. Both basic skills classes last for 
six weeks, for two-and-a-half hours a day, 
and advanced classes, which teach potential 
artists how to create 3-D stained glass 
designs, cost $50. All tools are supplied for 
each class. 

The Glass Palette is located in a building that 
was formerly an art gallery, right on a creek 
side near a forest preserve, which makes for 
a beautiful setting, Bill said. 

"It's the perfect place for a creative 
endeavor," he said. 

Linda said she hopes to inspire other 
artists. 

"I've been luck to find a passion in my 
life," Linda said. "My husband is one and 
stained glass is another. We hope to pass 
that passion on with our students and get 
them inspired." 

Linda said working with her husband 
hasn't been difficult since they each take a 
different business approach. 

'We have two very different approaches; : 
he's a big picture more creative person and 
I'm the detailed businessperson," she said. 
"We make a great team and we don't tell the 
other one what to do. Neither one of us is 
the boss."

Satirical skits have had a hard time of it 
recently. Striking targets has proven as 
tricky as finding methods of mass 
destruction - or a missing Saddam 
Hussein. 

But "Pants on Fire," the new revue at 
Second City e.t.c., the smaller studio-like sis- 
ter theater to Second City, hits die bull's-eye 
dead center.

In due course, Indiana is invaded, and 
paranoia is stirred when a Middle Eastern 
stranger joins an updght church worship ser- 
vice. Another sketch, lambasting corporate 
advertising endorsements, has competing 
Exxon and Chevron phone teams squared off 
in Iraqi oil fields. 

One of the most biting bits takes place 
' during a program at the John Ashcroft Junior 
High, where students' comments are viciously 
misconstrued by sanctimonious board mem- 
bers and education Superintendents. 

The show's improv segment takes a wacky 
i turn when an unsuspecting audience member 
finds himself nominated for the 2004 national 
election t and the energetic cast plays up the

Although George has 
enjoyed recent romantic 
comedies such as "Two 
Weeks Notice" and "What 
a Girl Wants," each of these films is 
targeted at teens or young adults. It 
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could make one wonder if your sex 
life ends at 35! Felix (Jean Reno of 
"Crimson Rivers") and Rose (Juliette 
Binoche of "Chocolat") provide ■ 
some hope to the not quite geriatric 
set (you know, 40ish) in this delight- 
ful love story. 

Felix and Rose meet at the air- 
port in Paris, when an air con- 
troller strike results in Felix being . 
deplaned and Rose loses her cell 
phone when it's accidentally 
flushed down a toilet. She asks to 
borrow his phone. Felix is a former 
gourmet chef who is now a senior 
executive of a frozen food compa- 
ny. Rose is a beautician and 
masseuse on her way to Acapulco 
to work at an upscale hotel. She's 
broke and he has plenty of cash. 
Her flight is from a discount ticket 
broker and he's in first class, 

. Rose has been in a twelve year 
relationship with Sergio (Sergi 
Lopez of "With a Friend Like 
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Harry") and she has been faking 
orgasms for longer than she can 
remember. She has finally decided 
to leave Sergio and start life anew 
somewhere else. 

Although Felix is divorced, he 
is emotionally attached to his ex 
and will even go to a funeral for a 
person in her family that he cares 
nothing about. He has a way to go 
to make his letting go complete. 

The film does have an unbe- 
lievable number of coincidences 
that prevent Rose and Felix from 
going their separate ways. 
Forgivable, as they are stranded at 
an airport. The outcome is totally 
predictable, yet there is nothing 
silly about this comedy. And get- 
ting back to sex for those over 35, 
there are two brief scenes with 
nudity that are far sexier than most 
films that get into heavy breathing, 
which seems to last forever. The 
sexuality in this R rated film wUl be 
more acceptable to many than a 
lot of PG-13 movies marketed to 
tweens and teens. This romantic 
fantasy for adults has a happy end- 
ing without treating its intended 
audience like children.

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He explained that he might find a 
northerly wind, for example, at one alti- 
tude, and a westerly wind at another. 

To change direction, he either rises, 
by heating up the air In the balloon, or 
descends, by letting out air through a . 
valve at the top of the balloon. 

In the quiet stretches between 
propane Jet bursts, Trione told me how 
love begets love. In his case, it was the 
love of bis life that led him to his pas- 
sion for balloons. 

In 1997, Trione was working for 
Wyetii Pharmaceuticals. He and his 
wife, Cheryl, had been married for 10 
years, and he wanted to surprise her 
with something special, so he booked a 
balloon flight 

"You know how long you had to 
wait," he said. "I always tell people they 
can't be sure they will get a flight on the 
day they choose." 

However, the fates were with the 
Tri o ues, and they flew right on their 
anniversary, on June 27. 

"I knew right away that this was 
what I wanted to do," he said. 

It took hhn several years to begin to 
get the business off the ground, both 
figuratively and literally. 

"My wife has been behind me every 
step of the way," he said. "I couldn't 
have done this without her." 

Cheryl Trione Is a science teacher at 
a high school in Johnsburg. This sum- 
mer, she Is giving up her summer vaca- 
tion and working full-time at Baxter to 
help the family financially during 
Tri one's first year as a full-time balloon 



operator. He began commercial flights 
last summer. 

"She says she's not as passionate 
about it as I am, but she is working on 
getting her pilot's license," he said. 

Trione, certified by the FAA, is 
presently the only pilot on his team, but 
friends Ian and Herb Coleman are also 
working towards certification. 

"When I have more pilots, I can get 
more balloons, and have more time in 
the air," he said. 

Nevertheless, he racks up about 100 
hours a year In flight time, an unusually 
high number for the Midwest 

"We're right In the wind belt," he 
said, "take Michigan winds are some- 
times a problem." 

Trione has a second, smaller bal- 
loon, called "Diamonds In the Sky." 
While "Easy Wind" can hold 4-5 people, 
the fit is tighter In "Diamonds." 

Trione and 13-year-old daughter 
Brittany have taken "Diamonds" out 
racing. Trione's 10-year-old son f acob 
sometimes crews on flights. Trione's 
youngest child, fenna, almost 5 years 
old, is eagerly awaiting her first balloon 
ride on her upcoming birthday. 

Crew chief Tiffany Buckner is sec- 
ond only to Cheryl on Trione's list of 
those who make bis dream possible. 
When Trione began crewing, five years 
ago, Buckner was with him. They have . 
worked together ever since. 

A professional photographer, 
Buckner not only supervises the ground 
crew and navigates for the chase car, 
she also records the exploits of the 
team, taking ground-based photos of 
flights. 

Other crew members include Tim 



Henry, Doug Hughes and his wife 
Ann, and their children, David and 
Amy. 

- Flights occur either two hours 
before sunrise, or two hours before 
sunset It Is a romantic notion, but 
more important, it Is a schedule that 
Is dictated by ah* currents. Trione 
flies seven days a week, all year, 
regardless of season— but always 
mindful of weather. 

"It's actually warmer In the bal- 
loon than on the ground," he said. I 
could confirm that, as each time the 
pilot fired up the propane, heat sur- 
rounded us. 

The "Basic Champagne Toast" 
flight package, which includes a one- 
hour flight (covering about five 
miles), a post-flight champagne toast 
and a keepsake flight certificate, 
costs $185 per person. 

A Premium Private Fllght-for-Two 
package costs $475 per couple, and 
includes a one-hour flight for the cou- 
ple, post-flight hors d'oeuvres, post- 
flight champagne toast and the keep- 
sake certificate. 

Gift certificates are available. They 
are good for two years.

As we approached our landing site, 
on a road in an estate subdivision not 
far from Wisconsin's "Air Estates" (a 
subdivision with its own landing strip) 
a plane taking off from the nearby air 
strip flew close overhead. 

"We have the right of way," Trione 
assured me. 

We touched down with a couple of 
bumps. The crew packed up the balloon, 
and In another half hour, we were back 
In the van, celebrating a perfect flight 

We did not drink champagne this 
time, but I recalled the words of Emily 
Dickinson: "Inebriate of Air am I..." and , 
I knew It was all I needed. I bad gotten 
high on getting high.

Sheriff ups screening 
on inmate work detail

Lake County Sheriff Gary Del Re 
said his department will restart its 
inmate work detail program for the 
year, the same program in which an 
inmate walked away from a road- 
side pickup crew 10 months ago. 

Low-risk inmates from the Lake 
County Jail have been sent in crews 
of 8-10 about three times a week 
during warmer months since 1997, 
to pick litter from roadsides, clean 
area parks aiid forest preserve prop- 
erty and scrub graffiti. 

"It's got a lot of positive com- 
ments from the community," Del Re , 
said. "It gives an Inmate who has a 
limited sentence a chance to do 
some good 
for the pub- 
lic. We're 
going to 
remain con- 
sistent in 
doing all we 
can to make 
Lake County 
a better 
place visually." 

The only walk-off attempt in the 
program's seven-year history was 
when Michael A. Schmidt, now 23, 
slipped into a wooded area last year 
and was not found for seven hours. 
Schmidt was part of a five-inmate 
work detail guarded by two officers 
picking up trash on Old McHenry 
Road near Robert Parker Coffin 
Road in Long Grove on Aug. 6, 2002. 

Schmidt eluded police for seven 
hours while wearing nothing but 
boxer shorts and tennis shoes for 
most of his time on the lam. 

After acquiring a pair of pants 
along the way, Schmidt spent most 
of his time hiding out from police 
officers and canine units from the 
sheriff's department, Buffalo Grove, 
Hawthorn Woods and .'the Cook 
County Sheriff. 

Kildeer Police discovered 
Schmidt in a backyard near Route 12 
and Lake-Cook Road. 




Police were confused as to why 
Schmidt, of Round Lake, who had 
less than a month left to serve of a 
sentence on a 1999 forgery charge 
for cashing bad checks, decided to 
run. 

Schmidt, who was on the work 
detail because he was not an escape 
risk, was set to be released three 
months early from his six-month 
sentence on Sept. 5. 

Schmidt is now serving three 
years for felony escape at the 
Pontiac Correctional Center. His 
sentence began on Oct. 23, 2002, but 
he is scheduled for parole on July 28. 

A better screening process will 
virtually eliminate, any further 
escape attempts, Del Re said.

"The only people permitted (on 
the details) are volunteers who are 
low-risk inmates like DUI offenders 
and minor drug offenders .who 
haven't committed violent crimes," 
Del Re said. "You won't ever see sex 
offenders or drug dealers out there 
on the work details." 

If staffing, and weather permits, 
Del Re hopes to see three crews go 
out each week. Last year, 8,800 tons 
of garbage were picked from 67 
miles of county roads. 

Besides a cleaner county, the jail 
staffers see an even greater reward, 
according to Chuck DeFilippo, direc- 
tor of corrections for the sheriff. 

"Another benefit realized with 
this program are the opportunities 
which it gives correctional officers to 
leave the (jail) during the work day. 
This seems to have a positive impact 
on employee morale In the Lake 
County Jail."

Tackling highway 
hornet' s nests 

When it comes to long range highway planning, officialdom 
regularly looks at the future with a north-south frame of 
mind. East-west highway needs, as we have pointed out 
from time to time in the past, tend to be back-bumered or 
viewed as purely local matters. 

This geographic myopia is being evidenced once again as the future of 
Route 173, the northern most major east-west thoroughfare in Lake 
County is being studied. Members of the Antioch Planning and Zoning 
Board will gather public input on the future of Route 173 as a "trans- 
portation corridor" at a meeting July 10. Consultants and staff aides will 
discuss plans for development along the two-lane highway in the vicinity 
of the Tri-State Tollway. Antioch leaders sec the sector in terms of com- 
mercial and industrial growth in the nature of office, research and retail 
that would butress big box stores to be built closer to existing Antioch. 

All well and good. Antioch leaders may be on to something in inviting 
public discourse early on. If offials arc sincere, problems associated with 
other east-west arterials might be headed off. This locality is replete with 
growth and development overwhelming a highway system geared for 
mid-century needs — the last century. Typically, die corridor concept has 
been overlooked for the sake of satisfying selfish needs. Good examples 
of this approach are Lincolnshire's narrow focus on Route 22, Route 176 
being dominated by local needs enunciated by Libertyvillc and 
Mundelein, Grayslake vascilating on Route 120, and Gumee viewing 
Grand Ave. (Route 132) basically as its Main Street. A corridor concept 
applied to these east-west arterials might have headed off some of the 
existing paralysis now being experienced. 

As we sec it,.the corridor approach to highway planning sensibly takes 
into consideration the beginning, the middle and end of a roadway. The 
hornet's nest the public suffers results when only part of the highway 
conidor is considered.

Work release to grow 

It's going to take 24 months, but a badly over-burdened prisoner 
work release program is being expanded and upgraded. When 
completed, there will be space for 240 inmates, up from the current 
capacity of 1 10 that has been static for some time due to lack of 
capacity. The Lake County Jail has been dealing with a work-release 
watting list of about 100 for a number of months. 

Work release, where prisoners hold day jobs but spend nights in jail, 
has been an unqualified success over the years. Work release prisoners 
come from all walks of life and all parts of the county. The program has 
faced a chronic shortage of beds that was solved when members of the 
Lake County Board voted to spend $12.5 million to build a seven story 
addition to the county jail in Waukegan. 

A side benefit of expanding work release beds will be increasing 
capacity for the general jail population which is predicted to nearly about 
in about 15 years. There will be a need for about 1,100 beds at that time. 
The decision to expand work release at the jail site came as the result 
of the City of Waukegan standing firm against plans of the county to con- 
vert an abandoned supermarket that could have been accomplished for 
an estimated $7 million. County Administrator Barry Burton put the best 
face on the more expensive solution by saying on-site expansion will 
serve better In the long run. 

Work release is a "safety valve" solution to the growing inmate popula- 
tion because it is a beneficial alternative for dealing with non-violent 
offenders. Work release has operated along model lines and now it will 
be improved even more.

Telemarketing for charities-Who gets how much 



The greatest percentage of 
telephone calls making a 
pitch for something or 
other are made by telemar- 
keters. They never let up. What is 
most bothersome to me are the 
ones which make a very high sales 
pitch for veterans' and law enforce- 
ment groups and you wonder 
whether the fund raisers making 
the sales pitch are legitimate or not. 
They play to people's ordinary 
inclinations to want to help such 
charities, but you worry that such 
high-pressure sales jobs make you 
wonder, "who is benefiting the 
most, the charities or the mar- 
keters." 

It was a "partial victory," then, 
when the U.S. Supreme Court, in 
an Illinois case, decided that when 
a telemarketer calls to solicit funds 
in behalf of a charity, you have the 
right to ask what part of every dol- 
lar goes to the charity and which* 
part of the dollar goes to the tele- 
marketer fund-raiser. 

If you don't ask, the telemar- 
keter is under no obligation to pro- 
vide the information. But, if you do 
ask for such information, the tele- 
marketer must provide accurate 
information; otherwise, giving you 
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misleading information can be held 
to be fraudulent. 

The Supreme Court ruling 
stemmed from a case, Madigan vs. 
Telemarketing Associates Inc., an 
Illinois firm which raised more than 
$8 million dollars for the veterans 
group, VietNow, and pocketed 
almost 90 percent of the funds for 
itself. Lisa Madigan, as attorney 
general, said that it didn't make any 
sense that a charitable organization 
can "hide behind the cloak of the 
1 st Amendment of free speech 
when they are out there defrauding 
people." 

The Supreme Court was hesitant 
to rule the case as fraud because it 
would be difficult to determine at 
what amount can it be called fraud 
and what amount can be called a 
legitimatefee for the fund-raiser to 
collect. The Court, I'm sure because 
of the outlandish amount kept by 



the telemarketing firm, at least 
ruled that when any solicitation in 
behalf of a charity is made, the per- 
son receiving the call has the right 
to ask how much of that given to 
that charity will end up with the 
charity. 

Legitimate charity groups 
should have no trouble with the 
ruling. Some of the professional 
fund-raisers who have used high- 
pressure calls to solicit funds and 
then keep an outrageous amount 
for their own benefit have made it 
more difficult for legitimate chari- 
ties to raise funds. 

Senior citizens have often been 
the victims of deceitful solicitation 
schemes. They should be protected. 
I believe that publicity given to such 
cases like the one pursued against 
the Illinois firm and any other that 
might take advantage of legitimate 
charities will reduce reckless abuses 
of charitable fund-raising. 

Remember, citizens, when you 
get that call, if you ask, they must 
tell. That's a good first step in 
cleaning up the violators. We 
appreciate that Attorney General 
Madigan, in this early move, has 
acted in behalf of the consumers in 
Illinois.

With the abrupt departure of Antioch 
Village Administrator Mike Holey, 
the political pot is boiling over.

There is a small town out west (I can't recall 
the name) which greets travelers with a 
sign that says: "Population, 295 nice people 
and 5 soreheads."

Lake County is the number one 
horse county in the state, yet most 
of us leave our county to trail-ride 
elsewhere. My family does buy the 
Forest Preserve horse tags ever 
years (yes, we horse people.pay 
extra on top of our taxes for the 
privilege of riding the Des Plaines 
trails), but It is done more as a polit- 
ical statement to remind them that 
we horse people do exist. 

Having an area for horses (which 
would also be compatible with true 
hikers) would also help to reduce 
many of the complaints people have 
by reducing the number of horses 
on the Des Plaines. Many people do 
not like walking, strolling or cycling 
over hoof prints and around 
manure. Safety would also be great- 
ly enhanced for all. 

A horse trail area would also be 
fairly cheap and low maintenance, 
unlike golf courses. We do not need 
nor want built up limestone paths. 
We prefer dirt as much as possible. 
A simple gravel, not blacktop, park- 
ing lot for trailers and maybe a 
porta-potty would be the only other 
needs.

women went into supermarkets armed with 
clipboards, reactions ranged from calling 
police to calling husbands to ask, "Do you 
know what your wife is doing?"

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ffippotherapy-There's something about horses 



What on earth is hippotherapy? 
It's certainly not in my comput- 
er "spell check," and most peo- 
ple probably have never heard 
of it. You might think it has something to do 
with treating hippopotami. Now wouldn't 
that be a very unusual episode for the Animal 
Planet Network? 

In actuality, "hlppotherapy" has nothing 
to do with hippos. The term originates from 
the Greek word "hippos" for horse, and com- 
bined with "therapy," it literally means treat- 
ment with the help of the horse. You've prob- 
ably heard stories of people, especially chil- 
dren, with physical, emotional and develop- 
mental disabilities who have made tremen- 
dous strides with the help of a horse. 

In a previous column, I wrote about the 
remarkable healing powers and benefits of 
animals. I highlighted the significance of the 
fact that it is the medical community that has 
in the last decade come to recognize our 
important connection to the world of com- 
panion animals. Yet historically, when it 
comes to horses, the ancient Greeks recog- 
nized their therapeutic benefits over two 
thousand years ago. In modem times, it was 
shortly after World War II when therapeutic 
riding, hippo therapy, made its entrance In 
Great Britain. That country, in an attempt to 
find activities for thousands of disabled veter- 
ans, put some of them on horses as a recre- 
ational activity. It was soon discovered that 
riding a horse had a significant healing 
advantage. 

Now, more than 50 years later, hlp- 
potherapy is evolving and growing in popu- 
larity throughout the United States and 
Canada, and you can find hundreds of thera- 
peutic riding centers that offer numerous 
meaningful activities on the horse. These not 
only elicit appropriate adaptive responses for 
the client In neurological and sensory pro-

cessing, but also as if by magic, completely 
change the lives of the patient and the fami- 

It was Winston Churchill who said, 
"There Is something about the outside of a 
horse that is good for the Inside of a man." 

What Is it about the horse? How does 
being in the environment of a horse, getting 
on top and just walking on a horse do this? 
Is it the irresistible power, the majesty, the 
spirituality of the horse that turns us on? Is It 
their beauty that touches our souls and helps 
heal us? 

I asked Donna Ewing. 

In the archival files of our paper, I dis- 
covered a special report featuring Donna 
Ewing, President and founder of HARPS, the 
"Hooved Animal Rescue and Protection 
Society". Donna, who I have known person- ' 
ally for over 12 years, and who I refer to as 
"the grand duchess of the horse protection 
movement states, "The outside of the horse 
has also been proven to be good for the 
inside of a child. There is no reason hot to 
help both". Ewing's humane work with hors- 
es that has included abuse prevention 
through education and legislation has now 
expanded to helping at-risk children. 

I drove to Donna's office in Barrington to 
meet with her in order to find out what 
makes horses so special. She had me watch 
an amazing video of the Giant Steps 
Therapeutic Equestrian Center, founded in

1998 by Robert Pope and his wife, Lee 
Justice. On 23 acres, located in a beautiful 
valley in Petaluma, Calif., 40 miles north of 
San Francisco, individuals who are physical- 
ly or emotionally challenged, as well as 
youths who are considered to be at-risk, 
come together in a safe and secure environ- 
ment to be cared for by a special land of 
therapist— a horse. 

Donna explained to me, "It's another 
level of communication. Horses can feel and 
sense the very soul and the very love of the 
person. That is why they're so good for help- 
ing autistic children who are so locked in 
their own world. Only the spirit of the horse 
can penetrate that world. It's a world that no 
one else but the horse is able to touch." 

Amazingly enough, science supports 
this. As an actual form of medical treatment, 
hippotherapy uses the multidimensional 
movement of the horse that influences the 
patient, rather than the pa tient influencing 
the horse. The horse becomes a moving, 
dynamic therapeutic instrument for specially 
trained physical, occupational or speech 
therapists who work with the patient. It's the 
natural action of the horse, along with tradi- 
tional therapy, that does such things as 
improve muscle tone, activate muscle 
action, mobilize joints, and increase sensory 
motor integration. Physically, balance, pos- 
ture, mobility and function can be improved. 
Psychologically, hippotherapy can improve 
cognitive, behavioral and communication 
functions in patients of all ages. 

Just a few of the conditions positively 
impacted include autism, accident and head 
trauma, cerebral palsy, Downs syndrome, 
multiple sclerosis, scoliosis, spina bifida, 
muscular dystrophy, — and even the crip- 
pling effects of a stroke. 

Now I know what my doctor was talking 
about almost three years ago when he 
advised me to get a horse. In writing this 
article, I asked my wonderful riding instruc- 
tor, John Garvey, who is working miracles 
with me, to relate his feelings about riding 
horses. In John's words, "Handicapped or 
not, horses are appealing to people — the 
horse is a beautiful creature. It's poetic — 
graceful, spiritual and has a sense of being 
very comfortable both In the wild and in our 
environment It seems to embellish every- 
thing with qualities that attract. Like a moth- 
er cradling a baby, we'bond when we ride — 
we become one with the horse," 



American Cancer 
Society Says Skin 
protection saves lives 

Majority of skin cancers are preventable 
by routinely shielding skin from the sun's 
damaging ultraviolet (UV) rays. Yet most 
Americans aren't doing enough to protect 
themselves. They only use sunscreen at the 
pool but often forget to reapply. Most forget 
about wearing hats and long-sleeved shirts or 
seeking the cool relief of shade. 

To prevent skin cancer, the American 
Cancer Society Illinois Division recommends 
avoiding the sun between 10 am and 4 pm, 
wearing sun-protective clothing and sunglass- 
es, using sunscreen with an SPF of 15 or high- 
er, and avoiding artificial sources of ultraviolet 
light such as sun lamps and tanning booths. 

Adopting sun safe habits does not take a 
lot of time, and it can be lifesaving. Melanoma 
is one of the most preventable forms of cancer 
and the second leading cancer among 13 to 30 
year olds. More than 1,400 new cases of 
melanoma will be diagnosed this year in 
Illinois and more than 290 will die. The vast 
majority of these cases are due to unprotected 
and excessive ultraviolet radiation exposure. 

George Doran of Libertyville is a third gen- 
eration Irishman with fair skin. He has been 
diagnosed with melanoma not once, but 
twice. The 65-year old said his oncologist 
asked if he remembered his first sunburn. "I 
was brought up on the East coast on the 
ocean, so I had to say that my first sunburn 
was the same time I had my first glass of 
water," Doran said.

In addition to skin protection, early detec- 
tion can also save lives. The early detection of 
[skin cancer improves survival because surgi- 
f cal treatment in the early stages can provide a 
cure. 

"People are paying more attention to the 
message of early detection and are examining 



their skin themselves," said Dr. June 
Robinson, author of a recent report on 
melanoma in Illinois and past president of the 
American Cancer Society Illinois Division 
Board of Directors. 

The recently released report titled 
Cutaneous Melanoma in Illinois: Change in 
Clinical Presentation over 20 Years shows the 
midsection of the body as the most common 
site of cancer for both sexes; this represents a 
shift for women from the 1970's when most 
cancer was reported in the leg and hip area. 
Tliis increase may be related to bathing suit 
fashion and total body exposure with indoor 
tanning.

child is old enough to fend for himself, but 
maturity plays more of a role. If your son Is 
very immature, overnight camp may not be 
the right option, however, if he is very mature 
and a good decision maker, it might not be so 
bad. I hate to be so vague, but the reality here 
Is that you ultimately have to make the deci- 
sion as to whether your son is really appro- 
priate for going away. Let me say, though, 
that being popular with your child should be 
the last reason you allow him to go. Parents 
make many decisions for their children that 
are very unpopular with their children. Many 
times, the decisions are still good even 
though the child does not agree with them. 
As kids, we don't always know what is good 
for us. 

Another issue that would be important 
regarding overnight camp is the type of 
supervision that would be available there. If it 
is a familiar place that many of your friends 
have sent their kids, than it might be more 
comforting to you than if you have never had 
any inside information about it before. Let's

face it! Unfortunately this is a scary world 
and there are many scary people in it. 
Parenting involves the need to sift out those 
situations that could be either too unsuper- 
vised or outright dangerous. 

There are many great camps out there, 
both overnight and day camps. If you are not 
comfortable with overnight camp, then you 
need to go with your gut feeling. Maybe day 
camp can work better and make everyone 
comfortable. Regardless of where you send 
your child, make sure that ahead of time, you 
thoroughly check it out to be sure that every- 
one is comfortable with the surroundings 
and the staff. 

You should also know that I never went 
to overnight camp and turned out just fine 
and well adjusted! Day camp was plenty and 
worked well. It may for you too! Whatever 
you decide, enjoy your summer!

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Hippotherapy-There's something about horses 



What on earth is hippotherapy? 
It's certainly not in my comput- 
er "spell check," and most peo- 
ple probably have never heard 
of it. You might think it has something to do 
with treating hippopotami. Now wouldn't 
that be a very unusual episode for the Animal 
Planet Network? 

In actuality, "hippotherapy" has nothing 
to do with hippos. The term originates from 
the Greek word "hippos" for horse, and com- 
bined with "therapy," it literally means treat- 
ment with the help of the horse. You've prob- 
ably heard stories of people, especially chil- 
dren, with physical, emotional and develop- 
mental disabilities who have made tremen- 
dous strides with the help of a horse. 

In a previous column, I wrote about the 
remarkable healing powers and benefits of . 
animals. I highlighted the significance of the 
fact that it Is the medical community that has 
in the last decade come to recognize our 
important connection to the world of com- 
panion animals. Yet historically, when it 
comes to horses, the ancient Greeks recog- 
nized their therapeutic benefits over two 
thousand years ago. In modern times, it was 
shortly after World War II when therapeutic 
riding, hippotherapy, made its entrance in 
Great Britain. That country, in an attempt to 
find activities for thousands of disabled veter- 
ans, put some of them on horses as a recre- 
ational activity. It was soon discovered that 
riding a horse had a significant healing 
advantage. 

Now, more than 50 years later, hip- 
potherapy is evolving and growing in popu- 
larity throughout the United States and 
Canada, and you can find hundreds of thera- 
peutic riding centers that offer numerous 
meaningful activities on the horse. These not 
only elicit appropriate adaptive responses for 
the client in neurological and sensory pro- 
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cessing, but also as if by magic, completely 
change the lives of the patient and the fami- 
ly. 

It was Winston Churchill who said, 

"There is something about the outside of a 
horse that is good for the inside of a man." 

What Is it about the horse? How does 
being in the environment of a horse, getting 
on top and just walking on a horse do this? 
Is it the irresistible power, the majesty, the 
spirituality of the horse that turns us on? Is it 
their beauty that toucl ms our souls and helps 
heal us? 

I asked Donna Ewing. 

In the archival files of our paper, I dis- 
covered a special report featuring Donna 
Ewing, President and founder of HARPS, the 
"Hooved Animal Rescue and Protection 
Society". Donna, who I have known person- 
ally for over 12 years, and who I refer to as 
"the grand duchess of the horse protection 
movement states, "The outside of the horse 
has also been proven to be good for the 
inside of a child. There is no reason hot to 
help both". Ewing's humane work with hors- 
es that has included abuse prevention 
through education and legislation has now 
expanded to helping at-risk children. 

I drove to Donna's office in Barrington to 
meet with her in order to find out what 
makes horses so special. She had me watch

1998 by Robert Pope and his wife, Lee 
Justice. On 23 acres, located in a beautiful 
valley in Petaluma, Calif., 40 miles north of 
San Francisco, individuals who are physical- 
ly or emotionally challenged, as well as 
youths who are considered to be at-risk, 
come together in a safe and secure environ- 
ment to be cared for by a special kind of 
therapist— ahorse. 

Donna explained to me, "It's another 
level of communication. Horses can feel and 
sense the very soul and the very love of the 
person. That is why they're so good for help- 
ing autistic children who are so locked in 
their own world. Only the spirit of the horse 
can penetrate that world. It's a world that no 
one else but the horse is able to touch." 

Amazingly enough, science supports 
this. As an actual form of medical treatment, 
hippotherapy uses the multidimensional 
movement of the horse that influences the 
patient, rather than the patJentinQuencing 
the horse. The horse becomes a moving, 
dynamic therapeutic instrument for specially 
trained physical, occupational or speech 
therapists who work with the patient. It's the 
natural action of the horse, along with tradi- 
tional therapy, that does such things as 
improve muscle tone, activate muscle 
action, mobilize joints, and increase sensory 
motor integration. Physically, balance, pos- 
ture, mobility and function can be improved. 
Psychologically, hippotherapy can improve 
cognitive, behavioral and communication 
functions in patients of all ages. 

Just a few of the conditions positively 
impacted include autism, accident and head 
trauma, cerebral palsy, Downs syndrome, 
multiple sclerosis, scoliosis/spina bifida, 
muscular dystrophy, — and even the crip- 
pling effects of a stroke. 

Now I know what my doctor was talking 
about almost three years ago when he 
advised me to get a horse. In writing this 
article, I asked my wonderful riding instruc- 
tor, John Garvey, who is working miracles 
with me, to relate his feelings about riding 
horses. In John's words, "Handicapped or 
not, horses are appealing to people — the 
horse is a beautiful creature. It's poetic — 
graceful, spiritual and has a sense of being 
very comfortable both in the wild and in our 
environment. It seems to embellish every- 
thing with qualities that attract Like a moth- 
. er cradling a baby, we'bond when we ride — 
we become one with the horse." 



American Cancer 
Society Says Skin 
protection saves lives 

Majority of skin cancers are preventable 
by routinely shielding skin from the sun's 
damaging ultraviolet (UV) rays. Yet most 
Americans aren't doing enough to protect 
themselves. They only use sunscreen at the 
pool but often forget to reapply. Most forget 
about wearing hats and long-sleeved shirts or 
seeking the cool relief of shade. 

To prevent skin cancer, the American 
Cancer Society Illinois Division recommends 
avoiding the sun between 10 am and 4 pm, 
wearing sun-protective clothing and sunglass- 
es, using sunscreen with an SPF of 15 or high- 
er, and avoiding artificial sources of ultraviolet 
light such as sun lamps and tanning booths. 

Adopting sun safe habits does not take a 
lot of time, and it can be lifesaving. Melanoma 
is one of the most preventable forms of cancer 
and the second leading cancer among 13 to 30 
year olds. More than 1,400 new cases of 
melanoma will be diagnosed this year in 
Illinois and more than 290 will die. The vast 
majority of these cases are due to unprotected 
and excessive ultraviolet radiation exposure.

He has been 
diagnosed with melanoma not once, but 
twice. The 65-year old said his oncologist 
asked if he remembered his first sunburn. u l 
was brought up on the East coast on the 
ocean, so I had to say, that my first sunburn 
was the same time I had my first glass of 
water," Doran said.

Doran was first diagnosed with melanoma in 
1993 after seeking treatment from his general 
practitioner, a podiatrist, and finally an oncol- 
ogist for what he thought was a sliver under 
his big toenail. When the biopsy came back as 
festering melanoma his right toe had to be 
amputated. Four years later the melanoma 
had traveled to his right leg and Doran under- 
went a radical groin dissection. 

"I visit the oncologist and get lots of 
checkups. I've had a number of cancers, 
removed, probably 70-80, some delicate 
ones," Doran said. "When I see young people 
that go to the tanning spas and like to go to 
Florida and get burned I just cringe because 
someday it's going to come back to haunt 
diem. 1 love the sun, but I consider the sun 
quietly to be my enemy." 

In addition to skin protection, early detec- 
tion can also save lives. The early detection of 
skin cancer improves survival because surgi- 
cal treatment in the early stages can provide a 



cure. 



"People are paying more attention to the 
message of early detection and are examining 



their skin themselves," said Dr. June 
Robinson, author of a recent report on 
melanoma in Illinois and past president of the 
American Cancer Society Illinois Division 
Board of Directors. 

The recently released report titled 
Cutaneous Melanoma In Illinois: Change in 
Clinical Presentation over 20 Years shows the 
midsection of the body as the most common 
site of cancer for both sexes; this represents a 
shift for women from the 1970's when most 
cancer was reported in the leg and hip area. 
This increase may be related to bathing suit 
fashion and total body exposure with indoor 
tanning.

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child Is old enough to fend for himself, but 
maturity plays more of a role. If your son is 
very Immature, overnight camp may not be 
the right option, however, If he is very mature 
and a good decision maker, it might not be so 
bad. I hate to be so vague, but the reality here 
is that you ultimately have to make the deci- 
sion as to whether your son is really appro- 
priate for going away. Let me say, though, 
that being popular with your child should be 
the last reason you allow him to go. Parents 
make many decisions for their children that 
are very unpopular with their children. Many 
times, the decisions arc still good even 
though the child does not agree with them. 
As kids, we don't always know what is good 
for us. 

Another Issue that would be important 
regarding overnight camp is the type of 
supervision that would be available there. If it 
is a familiar place that many of your friends 
have sent their kids, than it might be more 
comforting to you than if you have never had 
any inside information about it before. Let's 



face it] Unfortunately this is a scary world 
and there are many scary people in it 
Parenting involves the need to sift out those 
situations that could be either too unsuper- 
vised or outright dangerous. 

There are many great camps out there, 
both overnight and day camps. If you are not 
comfortable with overnight camp, then you 
need to go with your gut feeling. Maybe day 
camp can work better and make everyone 
comfortable. Regardless of where you send 
your child, make sure that ahead of time, you 
thoroughly check it out to be sure that every- 
one is comfortable with the surroundings 
and the staff. 

You should also know that I never went 
to overnight camp and turned out just fine . 
and well adjusted! Day camp was plenty and 
worked well. It may for you too! Whatever 
you decide, enjoy your summer!

> There have been many times In history where culture has 
defined the skills needed by workers, who have then reinvented 
the culture.

Some 
became farmers and sold produce. Those who were skilled at 
raising animals sold meat. Others made jams, canned products 
' and made beverages to sell. Many of these products were trad- 
' ed.to others lor different products. The population was still dis- 
bursed and most people lived In rural areas. 
The next change occurred as a part ol the Industrial revolution. 
Workers were needed In factories to make products and to staff, 
the factories. These Jobs were more centralized. Subsequently 
many people moved to cities to get these Jobs. That trend pre- 
vailed throughout most ot the twentlelh century. However, as 
these processes became more efficient, lower people were 
needed to produce the products, 

About mid-way through the century the advent of the computer 
spawned the Information age. The amount ol Information need- 
1 ed to send rockets Into space required high speed information 
processing. Those marketing the products that needed more 
Information to Identify other uses tor these products In order to 
expand the market. They also wanted to Identify needs for other 
products and services so that those business could be expand- 
ed and diversified. 

Over time, more cottages offered courses In software develop- 
. ment and computer engineering. Information became more 
available. However, we still need to work to find the Information 
that we need, and most of us now receive an overwhelming 
amount ol Information than we do not want. People are looking 
for ways to eliminate Information that Is not need. Junk mall, 
telephone sales calls and unwanted e-mail has become a seri- 
i ous nuisance. 

1 In addition, much of the available Information Is harmlu!.. 

Individuals and organizations are looking for creative ways lo 

protect against computer viruses. Parents want to protect their 

children the from' violence, pornography and deviant behavior 

that Is prevalent In movies and television. Much ol the music, 

radio programming, and written media offend people. Yet we all 

define that which Is oliensive differently and, thankfully, In 

, America we still defend freedom ol speech. 

The direction of course Is to give every Individual the tools he or 

' she needs to get the needed Information, eliminate the unneed- 

ed, and protect against offensive Information. That cultural trend
